scheme for the artificial production I 
of rain, on a scale of practical mag- j 
nitude, nor for otherwise affecting 
atmospheric behavior. 
In spite of i 
these facts, statements appear at in­ 
tervals in the press heralding new 
ways of making rain, preventing rain 
l r fog, or forestalling the disastrous 
effects of storm. 
“It Is true that In the laboratory a 
small amount of moisture can be pre­ 
cipitated by the use of special equip­ 
ment. 
But 
widespread 
drought Is 
due to lack of sufficient moisture in 
the atmosphere, and the absence of 
other conditions essential to the for­ 
mation of rain. 
If there Is little 
moisture to bring down, obviously no 
device for causing 
rain 
arctically 
bas any value. 
Among other weather controlling [ 
projects which have been relegated I 
to the limbo of the impossible, the 
bureau recalled the “hail shooting” 
scheme that excited Europe ten years 
ago, by which crops were to be pro­ 
tected from hail or rain by the shoot­ 
ing of bombs into the air to dissipate 
oncoming storms.

WASHINGTON, March 22—The 
salvation of Russia lies in her own 
hands and cannot be “contrived out­ 
side and injected.” Secretary Hughes 
declared in a statem ent yesterday 
rejecting an appeal for United States 
recognition of the Russian 
soviet 
government 
made 
to him 
by 
a 
delegation of the women’s 
commit­ 
tee for recognition of Russia. 
No probability of early action by 
the American government looking to 
recognition of the soviet was indi­ 
cated in Secretary 
Hughes’ 
reply. 
Not only would it be a mistaken pol­ 
icy, he declared, to give “encourage­ 
ment to repudiation 
and 
confisca­ 
tion,” but also there should be “no 
encouragement to those efforts 
of 
the soviet authorities to visit upon 
other peoples the disasters that have 
overwhelmed the Russian people.” 
While no one can doubt the con­ 
cern of this country for the welfare 
of the Russian people. Mr. Hughes 
said, and it desired to see a change 
from the present policies 
of their 
government that would
